2 Sistine’ Died Victims 


of Mob Violence During 
Year, of Whom Eight 
Were White Men. 


Tuskegee, Ala., December 31.— 
Lynchings were less numerous dur- 
ing 1920 than in 1919, records com- 
Piled at Tuskegee institute -show. 
Sixty-one _persons, including eight 
white men, were put to death by 
mobs this year as compared with 
83 last year, and 63 in 1918. 

The report shows 56 instances In 
which officers of the law prevented 
lynchings during 1920, and that 46 of 
these were in southern states. Arm- 
ed force was used to repel would-be 
lynchers on 14 occasions and on four 
of these the mobs were fired upon 
and seven of the attackers killed 
and a number wounded. In 42 cases 
prisoners Were removed or the 
guards were augmented or other 
precautions taken. 

One Women Victim, 

Of the 61 persons iynched, the re- 
port says, 52 were in the south and 
9 fn the north and west. One of 
those put to death. was a negro 
woman. Eighteen were charged 
with attacks or attelapted attacks 
on women. Three were burned to 
death, wy one. of whom was charged 
with ~attacking and murdéring a 
woman and two. for “killing land- 
lords during disputes,” the report 
says. The offenses ‘harged against 
the white’ men were: Murder, 5; 
insulting woman, 1; “no charge e¢x- 
offices of the law, 1.

Triest, December 31.—The proto- 
col effecting settlement of the Fiume 
question was signed this afternoon. 

Establishment of the old national 
council. of Fiume as a provisional 
government over the city was an- 
nounced there last night. 

All terms laid down to the Fium- 
an delegates at Abbazia by General 
Caviglia have been accepted. These 
terms included the release of le- 
gionnaires fror:, their oaths of alle- 
riance to the “regency of Quarne- 
ro,” abandonment of the islands of 
Arbe and Veglia, in the gulf of 
Quarnero, restoration of all prison- 
ers taken by the legionnaires and 
the surrender of all arms and mu- 
nitions appropriated from the Ita- 
lian army, and that all Jegionnaires 
not natives of Fiume should leave 
within five day>. 

Although all essentials had been 
arranged for by the Fiuman dele- 
gates, the conferznce between them 
and General Ferrario continued all 
day today. General Cavaligia stay- 
ed at Abbazia throughout the day, 
but did not deal directly with the 
delegates. 

The discussion, according to in-

‘“‘T am absolutely dn sympathy 
with D’Annunzio,” said Mr. Warren, 
“for he interprets the will of the 
great Italian people. Force has been 
used to dislodge him from Fiume, 
but force cannot remove the affec- 
tion in which he !s held by the mass 
of his fellow-countrymen. 

' “J know he will never be recon- 
celled to the treaty of Rapallo, which 
would leave Fiume a weak spot on 
the map of Italy. He will fight 
on and ultimately gain his point. 
I expect to hear that the poet is 
in Venice, if reports of his leaving 
Fiume are correct. Stories of his 
going to Ireland or South America 
are without foundation.”

HE LYNCHING RECORD. 
regia is, well up to the front 
in the list of “lynching states” 
for 1920, as it has péen in previous 
years, its rating for last year be- 
ing second, with Texas first, of 
eighteen states in which human 

life was taken by mob violence. 

During the year just closed 
Georgia’s record was blackenéd 
by nine lynchings; that of Texas 
by ten. Florida, Alabama and 
Mississippi tied for third place, 
each with seven instances in which 
human beings were put to death 
by the mob. 

Five states other than those in 
the south are this year listed as 
“lynching states,” they being Cali- 
fornia, Illinois, Kansas, Minnesota 
and Ohio, discredited with three 
lynchings each for California and 
| Minnesota, and one each for the 
other three non-southern state: 

This shows that the evil of mob. 
lawlessness is becoming more 
general; that it is no longer even 
measurably confined to the south. 
It portends the day when mob law 
will become. so generally distrib- 
uted throughout the whole coun- 
try that law-respecting, decency- 
loving Americans everywhere will 
arise en masse and stamp it out 
by nation-wide action. 

The 1920 record is significant in 
respect to the wide variety of of- 
fenses which were used as pre- 
texts to justify execution under 
lynch law. 

There was a time when lynch- 
ing was condoned as punjshment 
for*only the one crime. 

Hm the very first, when The 
Constitution began its fight 
a@ainst lynching, which it has 
os unrelentingly, we have 

eld to the position that so long 

s public sentiment tolerates mob 
violence as a means of inflicting 
punishment for one crime it would 
be only a matter of time until the 


lynching spirit would broaden its 
scope and manifest itself in lesser 
crimes. : 

Our prophecy has been vindi- 
cated with increasing positiveness 
each year. 

The floodgates have been open- 
ed wide, and we find such “crimes” 
as “wounding another,” “threat- 
ened to kill man,” “cutting a man 
in a fight,’ “receiving stay of 
death sentence because another 
confessed crime,” “insisting on 
voting,” and even “jumping labor 
contract,” listed among the vari- 
ous charges for which the mob 
has assumed jurisdiction . during 
the past year. 

From the 1920 record—which is 
an improvement over that of 1919 
in point of the number of lynch- 
ings that took plate—two pre- 
dominant conclusions are to be 
drawn: First, that lynching is no 
longer a sectional vice, but is rap- 
idly becoming nation-wide; sec- 
ond that the mob cares little as 
to the character of offense it em- 
ploys as a pretext upon which to 
satiate its lust’ for blood. 

The evil is a blot on our civili- 
zation.

Editor Constitution:—In your ed- 
itorial of December 24%, with reference 
to rates for gas, light and power in 
Atlanta and north Georgia and the

“How is the public to know 
whether or not the rate increases 
asked for are to pay dividends on 
watered . stock?” 

I ask the privilege of answering— 
By spending 5 cents for a copy of

for the employment of experts, the 
public can know these facts, in The 
Constitution’s publication of the 
facts disclosed by the records .of 
Fulton county and the records ‘and 
decisions of the railroad commis- 
sion.

Eight hundred and nineteen cases 
Were handled by S. J. Coogler, pro- 
bation officer of Atlanta during the 
past year and of these there were 
only 78 backsliders, according to 
the probation officer’s report filed 
with Chief of Police Beavers yes- 


terday. 

Five hundred of these cages came 
over from 1919, and 319 were placed 
under him during 1920. 

During the past year 3,992 visits 
Were made in the homes of proba- 
tloners: $10,184.69 was paid through 
his office for the care of neglected 
homes and abandoned children. 

During the year 268 persons were 
dismissed from probation on ac-} 
count of good behavior. 

The charges against those placed 
on probation: during the year were 
as follows: ° 

Drunk and disorderly, 24; drunk 
on the streets, 12: disorderly con- 
duet, 117; idling and loitering, 36; 
abandonment of minor children, 48; 
maltreatment of wives, 14; neglect 
of families, 63; incorrigible girls 
and boys, 5. 

Mr. Coogler states in his report 
that since 1907 his office has han- 
dled 9,798 cases and of .this num- 
ber 1,425 were for the abandon- 
ment of minor children and for the 
neglect of homes by husbands and 
fathers. He states that these fa- 
thers were men who drank to ex- 
cess or gambled and left their fam- 
jlies dependent upon the charity of 
the city. He further states that his 
office during that time has effected 
1,197 reconciliations between men 
and their wives.

Justice Siddons’ order provided 
that the officer should be released 
in Jess than the ten-day period 
should he chahge his mind and car- 
ry out the directions of the court. 

The contents of the affidavit were 
oe to be used in a divorce pro- 
ceeding in Ohio. General Harris 
contended that the draft law for- 
bade him making public the con- 
tents of affidavits filed under its 
provisions and that granting access 
to these papers would be against 
public policy. 


To Make Test. 


Justice Siddons in entering the 
‘order ——- the general in con- 
tempt directed that should he de- 
cide to produce the records sought 
before the expiration of the ten 
days he was to be released. The 
war department, however, is to 
make a test of the status of draft 
records. 

The records. which Justice Sid- 
dons ordered the general to ro- 
duce was an affidavit made by Mrs.

Walsh is now 
suing his wife for divorce and his 
counsel obtained an order for the 
production of the affidavit in con- 
nection. with these proceedings. 


‘*‘Moral Promise.”

In view of this, the geenral con- 
tended that he was estopped from 
making the information public not 
only by the law itself but also by 
the president’s order which consti- 
tuted a “moral promise” to the wives 
and other relatives of men called to 
service that information furnished 
by them. would be kept from. the 
public.

Washington, December 31.—Army 
aviators will make a double attempt 
to fly across the United States from 
Florida to California in a single 
day on Washington's birthday, 
February 22, it wags announced to- 
day at the war department. One 
plane er et by Lieutenant Alex- 
ander Pearson, will leave Jackson- 
ville, Fla., for San Diego, Cal., and 
another plane, the pilot, of which 
has not yet been chosen, will leave 
San Diego for Jacksonville. Both 
are expected to reach their destina- 
tions in less than 24 hours. The 
distance is 2,079 miles. . 

The flyers will ‘make stops at 
Houston and El Paso, Texas. The 
distances are: Jacksonville to 
Houston, 804 miles; Houston to El 
Paso, 660 miles, and El Paso to San 
Diego, 615 miles. 

Douglas, . Ariz., December 31.— 
Lieutenant Alexander Pearson, of 
the twelfth aero squadron, here, 
winnner of last year’s transconti- 
nental air race, today received of- 
ficial authority to attempt a flight 
from Jacksonville, Fla., to San Die- 
go, Cal., in 24 hours or less. It will 
be the first attempt at a transcon- 
tinental speed record. 

Pearson also was authorized to 
rebuild a DeHaviland pane now at 
Douglas field, for the flight, and he 
will commeénce the remodeling work 
Monday. Pearson is to hop off at 
Jacksonville on February 22, and 
plans to make the trip in three laps. 
The total distance is 2,079 miles.

Lines Drawn by Wilson Do 
Not Cut Deep Into Turk 
Territory. 


Washington, December 31.—The 
new frontier of Armenia on the 
Turkish side as drawn by President 
Wilson at the invitation of the al- 
lied premiers cuts less deeply into 
former Turkish territory than the 
extreme limits prescribed b the 
premiers, it was learned today at 
the white house.

I am a 
civilian officer and carried this pis- 
tol in the discharge of my duties 
as an officer. When he struck me 
he turned and ran and was about 
to escape and I ran after htm. Il 
was holding the pistol by the bar- 
rel and, for the purpose 6f turning 
it around to put it back into my 
pocket I was holding it in both 
hands and was in the act of turn- 
ing it around to put’it in my pock- 
et when it. accidentally went off 
and struck this man. 

“T had no intention whatever of 
shooting him. He was a stranger 
to me. I never saw him before as 
far as I know. I was only doing 
my duty as an officer and a citi- 
zen to keep the peace and arrest 
and remove an offender who was 
creating a public disturbance. 

“Had I wanted to shoot this man 
I could easily have killed him when 
I first drew my pistol, or 1 could 
have killed him at any time after- 
wards. Having no club, I only used 
a’ pistol to strike this man in an 
effort to subdue him. 

“I regret the accident very much

W hite Men Exceed 
Negroes Arrested, 
Says Police Data 


Officers Make Record of 
Almost an Even Break 
in Recovering 250 Stolen 
Autos, 


White men of Atlanta were not 

nearly so well behaved as a rule 
as the negroes, according to the an- 
nual report of Chief of Police Beav- 
ers made public last night. During 
the year,10,922 white men were ar- 
rested, while only 3,336 negro men 
fell into the clutches of the law. 
‘However, the negro women far 
outshone the members of their 
sterner sex. No less than 18,310-of 
these found their way to the city 
jail, While but 1,639 white women 
were arrested. 

Total arrests for the year were 
26,275 and these arrests resulted in 
fines totaling $221,976. Stolen goods 
were recovered to the extent of 
$438,731.71, while the police depart- 
ment almost batted 500 on recover- 
ing stolen automobiles. Five hun- 
dred and twenty-two cars were pil- 
fered and 2560 of these were return- 
ed to their owners.

WILL 1921 BEAT 
RAINFALL RECORD 
OF EXPIRED YEAR? 


New Year’s day, close on the heels 
of a year that broke the local rec- 
ord for rainfall, threatens to begin 
itself by behaving nicely during the 
early morning hours, clouding up 
toward noon, then precipitating more 
or less mildly during the afternoon 
and night. 

Celebrations New Year's eve had 
nothing suggestive to do with this 
tendency of the weather to abstain 
rom dryness, according to the pro- 
nouncements of C. F. von Herr- 
mann, forecaster. 

The question now paramount in 
the minds of those local people who 
are intensely wrapped up in their 
weather interest is whether or not 
the year 1921 will be able to pull 
itself together with sufficient effi- 
ciency to break the rainfall record 
of 1920. Back in 1888, the weath- 
er prophet then in power thought 
he had done himself proud when 
he saw that Atlanta received 65 
inches of rainfall during that par- 
ticular annum. 

Progress is progres® however, and 
though it took years to do it, «Mr. 
von Herrmann was able to report 
several days ago that. this long- 
standing mark had been annulled / 
as' far as superiority was concerned. 
The year 1920 stands at the head 
of Atlanta’s rainy years. She was 
dampened by 65.23 inches of rain- 
fall. Can 1921 beat it?—that’s the 
question. % 

The cold mark of the year just 
passed racked itself up last Jan- 
uary on the 13th day, when the mer- 
cury nicked the 13-degree mark. It 
has been cold since, but not quite 
so cold. That, however, unlike the | 
rainfall, broke no records. We have 
seen colder days in the past than 
that—for which most Atlantans are 
truly grateful. 

The avérage rainfall for the year 
was passed in the late summer, 
when the normal 49 degrees had 
fallen, and since that time every 
drop of rain which has plumped it- 
self on Atlanta’s dirt has been ai 
record-making driblet. 

Be all that as it may, it’s due to 
rain New Year's afternoon, and not 
only then, but Sunday.
